But there was 
little hope the applicants would escape a final Soviet veto. 


The votes' were a victory for the 


Western powers who also managed 
o beat down a Soviet bloc at- 
empt to give membership to five 
Communist satellites in a package 
horse-swapping along with nine 
Western-backed applicants. 


The agnation Assembly'? Special 


political Committee agreed by big 
margins to increase its number to 
65 by bringing tot U.S.-sponsored 
rapan, Arab-sponsored Libya and 
Jordan and the -French-backed 
states of Vietnam, Cambodia and 
Laos.

as a very handy camouflage. We 
found this out when we tackled the 
redecorating job in our problem

Soft blues and greens lend a feel- 
ing of spaciousness and great ex- 


Intense. 


We picked a lush tropical mural 


of the Haitian beaches (Murals, 
Inc.) showing fishermen and their 
nets.

If your furniture should look 


stranded in a room that's too large, 
try wallpaper in deep, warm colors 
and don't be afraid of bold, large 
patterns.

Water - Cultured Plants Brighten Winter Days

.There are numerous house 
plants, very attractive for window 
decorations, that will grow .in 
water without being potted in soil. 
Whether they are grown in trans- 
>arent or opaque containers makes 
10 difference. Theoretically, an 
opaque container is to be pre- 
ferred Because, in general, roots 
tend to shun light. 
i 


On the other hand, the roots 


themselves are often decorative 
and when plants are grown In a 
transparent vase, and the vase is 
kept in the* window, it is interest- 
ing to see how the leaves and 
shoots turn toward the light, while 
the roots grow away from It. 


Some plants suitable for water 


culture will grow indefinitely in 
water, while others must be re- 
garded as being of a temporary 
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which the name is applied. The 
one most commonly seen is librina 
xendual and it is a native of Mex- 
co. 
The sweet potato is easily grown 


in water. To grow this, a contain- 
er should be chosen with an open- 
ng large- enough to admit the 
tuber so that part of it is within 
the container and the other part in 
the open air. The tuber produce 
long,-trailing shoots, clothed with 
leaves. 


Cut two inches from the upper 


part of a carrot and stand it in a 
shallow dish of water. In-the course 
of a few weeks fern-like leaves will 
be produced.

nature. One of - the most toler- 
ant of plants is the Chinese or 
Japanese evergreen, algladhema 
modestum, a native of Malaya. 


This will thrive even If It does 


not get much light and it may 
live for five or six years in water, 
although it will grow better if It 
is planted in soil. Its culture is 
simple. You merely take the long 
shoots and^stick them in a ,vase of 
water. 


The Chinese evergreen la related 


to the Jack-ln-the-Pulplt and the 
calla lily. There are tropical plants 
other than aglaonema belonging 
to the same family which are adap- 
ted to water culture. Among them 
are the relatively 
small-leaved 


trailing or climbing pbilodendrons 
and pothoa. 


Another trailing plant, well adap- 


ted to water culture in the house, 
is the English ivy. This must be 
kept under cool conditions ^during 
the winter. If it is grown at ordi- 
nary room temperature it Is deslr 
able to keep it between the window 
curtains and the gjass of the win- 
dow where the air is likely .to be 
cooler than that of the room* prop- 
er. The container may be suspend 
ed from the window frame.

term of "Wandering Jew." There

Consequences Tomorrow 


The American people are carrying the highest Ux bur- 


dens in their history. They are supporting the biggest peace- 
time defense effort and lending heavy assistance to other 
parts of the free world. So this is no time to scold them for 
not digging deeper into their pocketbooks. 
; 
Yet some of their domestic problems soon will be getting 


seriously out of band if more funds are not directed toward 
ffaeeting them. The deteriorating condition of U. S. high- 
ways, frequently remarked upon, is one such problem. An- 
dther is the declining physical adequacy and educational 
quality of the nation's schools. 


Not long ago a commission of top educators examined 


the financing difficulties of the colleges and universities. Its 
report was bleak. Now the New York Times has completed 
Another college purvey and its findings are no rosier. 


One of every three liberal arts colleges—as distinguished 


from technical and other special institutions—is running in 
the red. This'ratio is higher among the small independent 
schools, which are harder hit all the way. Even schools 
partly supported by religious groups are having trouble. 
'. 
But red ink is far from the story. Schools are reducing 


their teaching staffs. Some "have begun to lower academic 
standards to keep going at all. In other words, the financial 
pressures, fought off for so long, at last are starting to be 
felt by students in the shape of poorer education. 


Row long can we countenance a developing degradation 


of educational standards? Proudly the experts tell us these 
days that-we are enjoying the highest standards of living we 
have ever known. It is indeed comforting that our stomachs 
are so well cared for. It is reassuring also that we can pro- 
Vide the defenses to keep us secure. 


But what about the minds of our young, the leaders of 


tomorrow? Our civilization will not in the end amount to 
much if we are content merely to live the lives' of well-pro- 
tected vegetables. 


. Our colleges are the foundation of learning. Here the un- 


known is explored, and here the fruit of exploration is passed 
on to the young people who later will try to guide their coun- 
try, to ever higher destiny. 
; 
With all our tax burdens, we had better give some pretty 


bard thought to this before we, stand by and watch our cru- 
cial educational standards slide further. We are playing with 
our country's,-and perhaps the world's future.

Methods of Modern Surgery 
Do Much for Osteomyelitis 


"Since I have had osteomyelitis 


off and on a great deal of my life," 
writes C. R..

Perfect Fudge Every Time 


There's still time to make a fine 


batch of fudge for that one more 
gift you need to give. Does yours 
always turn out perfect? I'd like 
to recommend this recipe, note 
that it uses corn sirup. This tends 
to reduce the speed of crystalliza- 
tion during-cooking and beating. 
Thus, you end up with a finer tex- 
tured fudge. The mixture needs 
to'be stirred until the sugar/ is 
thoroughly dissolved. Any undis- 
solved crystals of sugar form a 
nuclei for .larger crystals which 
makes the*' fudge 
coarse 
and 


grainy. 
/ 


It is most important to allow 


cooked fudge to cool before you 
start to beat it. Starting to beat 
while the fudge mixture is hot, 
causes larger, crystals to form end 
the candy is grainy. 


The recipe is 2% sq. chocolate, 


cups of milk, 8 cups, sugar, 


dash-of salt, 3 T. corn sirup, 3 T. 
butter, and % cup chopped nuts. 
Combine chocolate and milk in 
heavy deep saucepan. 
Bring to 


boil with'stirring..'After the choc- 
olate has slightly thickened 
the 


milk, add the sugar, salt, sirup 


and butter. Stir constantly until 
sugar dissolves. (Try not to get 
fudge mixture on sides of sauce- 
pan). Continue boiling with occa- 
sional stirring. Cook to 23$ de- 
grees on candy thermometer or 
until a soft ball stage is reached. 


Remove fudge from stove, add 


vanilla but do not stir it hi. Cool 
to lukewarm. (Pan will feel nei- 
ther hot nor cold.) Beat until the 
mixture becomes thick and loses 
its shiny appearance. Quickly stir 
in chopped nuts and pour into a 
buttered pan or pyrex dish.

Shortage in Korea 


TOKYO (ft — The ammunition 


•upply problem in Korea, believed, 
to be of concern to President-elect 
Eisenhower had » noticeable effect 
in the recent bloody battle for the 
Kumhwa ridges. 


At one point, at the crux of the 


infantry fight, a DokMpm order 
reported by frontline officers put 
a strict lid on the amount of artil- 
lery ammunition that could be 
fired in one day.

Responsible American officers 


engaged in the battle called this 
"one of the few real boners" of 
the U.N. command in the Kumhwa 
action. 
. 


The hold-down order in the 


Kumhwa battle; in effect for sev- 
eral days a"t the end of October, 
resulted in the Communists out- 
shooting the Allies by a devastat- 
ing 2H-to>l for a time. Then the 
high command threw economy to 
the winds and poured guns and 
shells into the sector in the great- 
est artillery concentration since 
World War n. ' 


The U.N. artillery quickly domi- 


nated the situation, but proved 
unable to suppress completely the 
Red guns and mortars. 


The temporary shortage came at 


the crisis of the battle when the 
South Koreans had been thrown off 
Triangle hill and were trying to 
regain it. They never were able 
to withstand the Red shellfire long 
enough to consolidate their gains. 


Many Republic of Korea (ROK) 


leaders, fearing the day when U.N. 
troops may pull out, frequently try 
to obtain and hoard great quanti- 
ties of rifle, mortar and artillery 
ammunition.

Other ROK commanders, with 


no experience in, supply problems, 
since all ammunition comes from 
the U. 8., have often been unreal- 
istic and uneconomical in pumping 
it out 


One particular shortage believed 


to be extra acute is hi stocks of 
"VT" ammunition—the ultra-mod- 
ern proximity-fused sheila that 
detonate by radar above grotod 
and are devastating against troops 
in the open. 


"You've got to explain where

Fire Chief Warns' 
Of Added Hazards 
In Holiday Season 


City -Fire Chief Gall Keyser 


warned today that combustible 
Christmas decorations Introduce 
serious fire hazards during the cur- 
rent season, and asked local citi- 
zens to take extra precautions to 
avoid turning holiday cheer into 
grief and tragedy. 


Chief Keyser recalled last year's 


tragic Christmas fire In Tijuana, 
Baja California, when 34 died and 
98 were Injured in a fire resulting 
from a b\azing Christmas tree at 
the annual charity party for or- 
phans and poor children. To pre- 
vent a similar disaster this year, 
he urged that these safety rules 
suggested by the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters be followed by 
any persons or organizations hold- 
ing parties at home, school or 
church: 


1. Don't locate the Christmas tree 


near any stairway or elevator abaft 
which would provide a draft 


2. The tree should not block 


door or any exits. 


3. An inspection of the tree 


should be made by some one in au- 
thority to determine whether the 
tree has dried out to the point that 
it should be removed. 


4. Be sure plenty of ashtrays are 


provided for smokes. Don't allow 
smoking near the Christmas tree. 


5. Be sure that all decorations 


throughout the room have been 
flameproofed. 


6. Avoid using net or gauze-like 


fabrics for dresses, costumes or 
children's clothes. Loosely woven 
fabrics easily catch fire. ' 


7. If loosely woven costumes have 


to be worn, they should be flame* 
proofed with the following solu 
Uon: mix 9 ounces of borax and 4 
ounces of boric add In a gallon 
cf water. Dip the fabric into this 
solution, wring by hand, then hanj 
to dry. This flameproofing meth 
od must be repeated after each 
laundering of the garment
